Choice of him that deth them, or nt doth them, So that if hehe be 
dine, i it imports not any thing of a Neceſſuy ; and if they be not done, 
i rwplies not any matter of Guilt ; but that _ may be done, or not 
done, according to the pleaſure of him who doth them, or doth them 
mw, And this i is the Nature and Signification of Things Indif- 
ment, 

And this I ſay, down in the fff Place, becauſe the Narare, 
and Signification of the things treated about, are neceſſary to be 
opened, ete that Which'is intended there-from comes to be Dil- 
courſed.
